I. Claims 1-18, drawn to an e-commerce method which includes a payment 
agent's terminal for making payment in behalf of the customer's terminal 
when a customer purchases a commodity from a seller, classified in class 
705, subclass 26. 

II. Claims 19-31 , drawn to an e-commerce method which includes a 
purchase agent's terminal for making arrangements to purchase a 
commodity in behalf of the customer's terminal, classified in class 705, 
subclass 26. 

III. Claims 32-44, drawn to an e-commerce method which includes a 
purchase agent's terminal for making arrangements to purchase a 
commodity in behalf of the customer's terminal and a settlement agent's 
terminal for making arrangement to settle for the purchase of the 
commodity in behalf o the customer, classified in class 705, subclass 26. 

IV. Claims 45-55, drawn to an e-commerce method which includes a payment 
agent's terminal for making arrangements to deliver a commodity to a 
delivery destination and warranting the payment relating to a purchase 
between the seller and the customer, classified in class 705, subclass 26. 
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V. Claims 56-64, drawn to an e-commerce method which includes a 

commodity delivery means for receiving a payment by a receiver for the 
purchase relating to the order, classified in class 705, subclass 26. 
These groups are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a single 
combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to be 
separately usable. Each of these groups are shown to be patentably distinct for the 
reasons given above and have acquired a separate status in the art because of their 
recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is 
proper.
